IN THE SPECIFICATION

One embodiment of the snack piece of the present invention, the snack piece 
includes a dip-containment well (12) and is more fiilly shown and described in U.S. 
Patent Application Serial No. 09/850,894, titled, "An Ergonomic Snack Piece Having 
Improved Dip Containment", filed May 8, 2001 in the name of Stephen P. Zimmerman 
and herein incorporated by reference— the application is currently pending. The shapes 
that more readily form containment wells can be formed by taking a cap section or 
segment of a three-dimensional, source shape, including but not limited to spheres, 
ellipsoids, elliptic paraboloids, pyramids, right angle circular cones, or elliptic cones. 
The source shape may have one major radius of curvature, such as for spheres, two 
(major and minor), such as for ellipsoids, or more, such as for more complex shapes. 
The range of radius of curvature is from about 5 mm to about 500 mm, preferably from 
about 10 mm to about 150 mm, more preferably from about 10 mm to about 90 mm, and 
yet more preferably from about 1 5 mm to about 65 mm, most preferably from about 45 
mm to about 55 mm. A cap or segment is cut from this three-dimensional, source shape.
